Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
are not persuasive. The claims stand as rejected in the final rejection dated April 19, 2007. The Examiner disagrees that one of ordinary 
skill in the art would consider a Belleville washer to be a planar spring, and Applicant's supplied definition of a Belleville washer on page 2 
of Remarks filed June 15, 2007 explicitly recites that a Belleville washer is conical, not planar. This is supported by the definition of 'planar' 
in Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionary ,10 th edition, which states that something is planar when it is "lying in a plane", or "two 
dimentional in quality". Since applicant's spring is not two dimentional and lies in more than one plane, it is not planar. Applicant's 
arguments appear to distinguish springs into those which are helically coiled, and those which are not, however one of ordinary skill in the 
art would recognize numorous types of springs that are neither planar, or helically coiled. 

Regarding applicant's argument that a predetermined amount of rotation cannot be zero, the examiner disagrees, finding that any amount 
of rotation concievable is readible on the claimed limitation, and zero degrees of rotation does not nullify the claimed limitation. 
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
